contacting the isolated DNA under conditions suitable for amplifying a REP13E12 repeat 
sequence of the Korean strain of Mycobacterium tuberculosis with a primer comprising sequence 
of SEQ ID NO:3 and a primer comprising sequence of SEQ ID NO:4; the repeat sequence 
comprising about 234 base pairs; and 

assaying for amplified REP13E12;
